Mr. Earl had just got in a load ot 
groceries, some of the boxes not 
having been opened. He has not yet 
figured up what his loss will be. but 
it will am ount to considerable.

Mr. Earl left his storeroom about 
9 30 last night, after seeing that 
doors and w indows were securely 
locked.
